forthe good of them, is ma- 
nifeſt toall; and the examples of it are alſo as 
ordinarie as the occaſions haue beene. The 
no'y King my moſt honoured Lord and Ma- 
ſter, comes nothing ſhort of his Predeceſſours

therein, if his good and laudable defsignes for 
their good had not beene peruerted to their 
ruine, by thoſe ho had the molt intereſt for 
theirtrue accompliſhment. What aduantages 
hath hee refuſed ? what parties hath hee not 
ſought vnto ? that by his alliance with France 
he might worke more profitably and POVVErs 
fully the reftirution of thoſe Churches into 
their ancient liberty and ſplendour. Ard what 
could bee lefle hoped tor by ſo [trick an alli» 
ance,and from ſo many reiterated promules by 
the mou: h of a great Prince, bur effects truly 
Royall, and ſorting, to his Greatnefl: ? Butlo 
farre f.iles ic therein, that his Maieſtie in lo 
many promile: and {o. {iraite obligation 'of 
frien ſhip, hath found meanes tg obraine li- 
berry and {urety for the Churches, and to res 
ſtore peace to France dy the reconcilia'ion of 
thoſe, whote brea h v.ters nothing elle bur all 
manner of obedience to hr King, ynder the 
liverty of .h- EcdiEts : That contrart Wile they 
havepreu i} d by the inrereſt which he had in 
thoſe £f the Religion to decrive them, and 

tC is mcane. nuconcly to vhry him from them, 
Gut alſv & mike him (af not odicus vaco 
thcm) 
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them) at the leaſt hlbetted In peruerting the 
meanes which he had ordained for good to a 
quite contrary end. Witneſſe the Engliſh 
Ships not defigned for theextirpation of thoſe 
of the Religion, (but to the contrary, exprelle 
promile was made, thar they ſhould nor bee 
vied againſt hen) which norwithſtanding. 
vere brought betore Rochel, and were im- 
ployedagainſt them in the laſt Sea fight, What 
then may be exp«cted trom ſo puiſſant a King' 
as the King my Malter 10 openly eluded, but a 
thorough feeling equall and proportioned to 
the 1niurics receiued, Lurhi patience hath gone 
bey ond patience, a as long as he had hope | 
"% :t hee could benefic the Churches dy any 0- : 
ther meanes, hee has had no recourſe by way 
of * rmes : o farr: that hauing beene made an 
infrument and worker of the |:ft peace, vpon 
conditions, ciladuantagious enough , and 
which wouk! never have bren accepted wrch- 
Gut his M-ictties intervention : who 1NerpO- 
{ed his cre Cite and 1ncerelt to tre Churches to 
recetuethem {enen Wh threotnings) to ne 
end ioſh;lier the Honour of tte mol.  Chriftt: 
an King, vnder afſarance ot Þ1+ jaic, no: onely 
RA. 2 foc 
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-  fortheaccompliſhment, but allo for the bet- 
tering of the {aid conditions, for which hee 
fands caution to the Churches. 

But whar hath been the iſſue of all this, bur 
only an abuſe of his g00dnef{e,and that which 
his Maieſtie thought a ſoucraine remedy for 
all their ſores : hath itnot brought almolt the 
laſt blowe to the ruine of the Churches? Ir 
wanted but a little by the continuing of the 
Fort before Rochel, the demoliſhing whereof 
was promiſed) by the violences of the Souldi- 
ers and Gariſons of the {aid Fort and liles, as 
well ypon the Inhabicants ot the ſaid Towne, 
as ypon Strangers, in lieu whereas they ſhould 
wholly haue retired, haue dayly beene aug- 
mented, and other Forts built, and by the ſtay 
of the Commilsioners in the ſaid Towne, be- 
ct the terme agreed on, totheend to make 

royles, and by the meane; of the deuiſion 
which they made to [lide among the Inhabi- 
rants, tO open the gates to the neighbouring 
 1roupes, and by other withſtandings and in- 
fractions of Peace, lircle | ſay failed it, that the 
Jaid Towne, and in 1t all. the Churches had 
not drawne their latt breath. And in the 
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meane while his Maieſtie hath yet continued, 
&not oppoled fo many iniuries, ſo many faith- 
breakings, but by plaints and — : vntill 


he had receiued certaine aduice (confirmed by 
intercepted Letters) of the great preparation 
tharthe molt Chriſtian King made to ſhowre 
vpon Rochel, And then what could his Maie- 
[lie doe lefle but to vindicate his Honour by a 
quicke Arming againſt thoſe who had made 
him a party in their deceit; and to giue teſti- 
monie of his integrity & zeale, which hec hath 
alwayes had for the re-cſtabliſhing of the 
Churches,an eſtabliſhing which ſhall be deare 
and precious to him aboue any other thing, 
And thatis the ſole end of this Arming, and 


not any particular intereſt, whoſocuer would 
yet call this in doubr, Jet him conlider the cir. 
cumlt2nce of the times , and diſpoſition of af: 
faires. For who will belecue that the King, 
my Matter, hath any Dchtigne vpon France, or 
to haue proicted Conquelts here in atime {© 
diſaduantagious, hauing for an Enemic one of | 
the moſt puifſant Princes of the world : and if 
he had lucha Deligne, tharot ſo many troupes 


that he hata on toore (which he catertaines at 
the

the ſame cot he ſhould doe here) and that they 
were ready to paſle the Sea if the Churches 
haue necd of them, he ſhould but {end a hand- 
full in regard of vwvhat ſhold be behouefull for 
the executio of lo high an enterpriſe,coltdering 
the great ſuccours that he ſends 1nto Germany. 
Who will not rather iudge as the truth is, that 
theſe 7] roupes here are bur auxiliaries,and that 
the intent of theſe Armes isno other but onely 
tor the good of the Churches , which for ſo 
many important reaſons and conhliderations 
hc tindes himſelfe obliged before God & men 
toprote& and {uccour. Burput the cale it be 
alledged that theKing myMalter hath bia mo- 
ued to take Armes for other conliderations, as 
the detention and (eafure of all che Shipps and 
Good: of his Subiects at Bow deaux, and other 
places of this Kingdome, tothe breaking and 
manitel(t contrauention of the Þ reaties be. 
roveene the Crovvnes, Which 1n this point are 
exprelly to the irreperable preiudice, yea to the 
corall ruine of commerce (in the rupture of 
which the poore p2ople ot this Realme, being 
notableto vent their Marchandites , groanes, 
not onely vader the burthen of lo many taxes 


and 
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and impoſiti tons, but of theneceſittes for life 
ic (clfe. T hat he apprehenſion of the King 
my Maſter forthe powerfull encreaſing of the 
moſt Chriſtian King by Sea, hath forced him 
to take Armes, to hinderthe growrh of it, and 
in the end that hee hath beene conſtrained to 
put himſelfein Armes,b*cauſe he can no more 
hope of any accommodating of of 5uſincefſe,The 
antwere to all that is, char vv hoſe will 
ſearch the Arreſts, Seaſtngs and Prifes which 
haue been made of the one fide and the other, 
he ſhall hnde that che King my Mt ter and his 
Subiects hane hitherto pr -ofited moſt by this 
breach, and that it turned to their vrility. 

In the ſecond place it is fo farre off, that he 
is icalous of the encreaſe of thi: pretended po- 
wer by Sea, and that he would hinder it : that 
there needes nothing (when the King my Ma- 
ter ſhall ſee time) bur lercers of Marke co his 
Subiects tO difspate all theſe vaine and feeble 
forces withour imploying a Royall power for 
It. And fnally,that there hath bin a necc{ciry for 

thus Arcana: there 15 no hope of an xc- 
comodating, the contrary 15 moit maniteſt ro 
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whoſoeuer will conſider therelearches which 
haue bin made at icueral times, as wel by their 
_ owne Miniſters, a« by the iniiters of (tran- 
Cer P;inces ro the Kir o my Mal ſter, tO treatc 
an accommodating at heit 11Nil: gatio: il 
aboue-ſid witnefleth for the King bay bY 
-ſter, that he hath not beene conſtrained to take 
Armes for any particular intereſt, bur for the 
defence of the Churches onely, fa the ſurety 
and liberty whereof he ftood an{werable. And 
in the meane while there bg lome perions that 
dare infinvate into mindes, that his Maicſtie 
hath a particular deſigne in it, and that he y- 

fech Religion for a a pretext tO make a partie, 
by the meancs and adioyning of which, with 
his ovvne Forces, hee vretends tO thruſt fOr- 
ward "yo difignes to theend that he hath Pro- 
eced. No, no, our Religion teacheth vs 
o:herv ie, a and the pictic of the K ng ny Ma. 
ſer, in yvhich he cjues place to no man living, 
will never PX F20 him. His Delignes 1; "I 
eltab!iſh;ns of the Wuzrches, Lis interelt is 
their 000d, and bs aymethcir COntcntment, 
That Deng GONe, melee Diummes Dcating, 
the 
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theſe diſplayed Enſignes ſhalbe ſh&t vp again, 
and all this noyle of Warre ſhall remaine in 
night and filence, becauſe they appeare for no 
other caule but theirs, nor aduanced bur for 
their occal1on,
